city in quest of counterfeit 
money. 
The man would call upon a business 
man and say he 
wished to take 
a 
look at his cash, asserting th at 
there 
had been much spurious coin In cir­ 
culation lately. 
Ile was allowed 
to 
go through the cash drawer. 
He car­ 
ried a secret service badge, and to all 
appearance was a proper 
person 
to 
make 
an 
Investigation. 
He 
was, 
therefore, allowed 
to 
examine 
the 
money, under the eye of the 
owner. 
In some places no coins were taken, 
but in other puces money was picked 
out which he pronounced to be bogus. 
Such coins he put In his pocket 
with 
the announcem ent that they were con­ 
fiscated by I he government. 
Tho 
business 
men reported 
the 
m atter to the Canton police, and an 
investigation 
was 
made. 
Edmund 
H auser was arrested. 
It. was 
later 
found th at

money "confiscated" 
was not spurious, as alleged. The fed­ 
eral authorities were notified, and Dep­

In the first Place, they have no de­ 
sire to submit the Monroe doctrine 
to the arbitram ent of any non-Ameri­ 
can tribunal, not even excepting the 
august and eminently fair tribunal of 
The Hague. 
They very much prefer 
that if this doctrine is to be the sub­ 
ject of arbitration, if it is to be even 
brought in incidentally, that American 
influences shall pass on it. 
Not that 
the fairness of The Hague arbitrator** 
is impeached, but as most of them 
represent European and monarchical 
interests, it is realized 
that 
their 
training may he regarded as unsympa­ 
thetic where they are required to deal 
with 
such an essentially American 
subject as the Monroe doctrine. 
It i-, 
true that on its face th--* arbitration 
proposal contains nothirg that indi 
cates that this doctrine is to be at 
tacked, hut so complex sod numerous 
are the questions which will come be­ 
fore the arbitration that it is appre­ 
hended here that the famous doctrine 
hearcely can he kept from considm- 
ation. 


Would Take Too Much Time. 
Another reason that animates these 
cabinet officers in this inclination n 
ward acceptance is their conviction 
that an inordinate length 
of 
time 
would be consumed if the issue 
.s 
taken before The Hague tribunal. Th * 
machinery is sufficient, but ponderous 
and difficult to put In motion. 
First, 
there must be arranged a basis of ar­ 
bitration. then arbitrators be selected 
by the parties to the case, and these 
in turn must choose an umpire or Em­ 
pires. and while this is going on th ’ 
blockade would continue, with its ever 
present danger of active hostiiitie* 
and bloodshed that might render nu ga 
tory all attem pts at. arbitration.
